Columbus, O., April %.—{Special.}— 


Ohio State university trustees have 


dedicated to stadium and military-ath- 
letic ground purposes ninety acres of 
land. Plans for financing the stadium, 
a $300,000 to $400,000 proposition. are 
entirely up to the athletic board. It 
is expected the stadium will seat 38,000 
persons at first and 53,000 in the course 
of time. Action was taken by the trug- 
tees this week. 

The stadium will, be 700 feet long, 400 
wide and 72 high, and made of con- 
crete.

EVERAL weeks ago we touched 

on the subject of day covers for 

beds, and since then innumerable 

inquiries have come in as to the 

new modes in bed covering. The 
latest fashions in this department are 
interesting, though it must be confessed 
gomewhet extravagant. 

The new bedspreads in the majority of 
cases are not made of wash materials, 
st least the top ones are not. Under 
gpreads of white are, however, the rule. 
They are built up of the most exqui- 
site fabrics—the more intricate in weave 
and decorative in pattern, the more 
highly applauced. 

White spreads are used only in rooms 
where white enters into the scheme of 
decoration. If the wall paper is print- 


ed on a white ground, or the wood is 


painted white, or the furniture so enam- 
eled, then white is permissible, but not 
otherwise. In a scheme, for example, 
where the furniture is of French wal- 
gut and the walls of old ivory, with rich 
oriental rugs, a white spread would 
make an impardonable glare. 

Let me describe a room created by 
one of our best decorators—a room so 
tiny that it required the most careful 
consideration in point of selection, a 
care that was justified by the satisfac- 


- tion it gave to a young woman of fas- 


tidious good taste, for whom it was de- 
signed. 

The walls were first paneled by means 
of simple wood molding and then paint- 
edi in flat finish in two tones ef old 
fvory. The doors were of walnut, the 
foor was covered with a filling in gold- 
em taupe, over which three. oriental 
fuge were laid—that is, a prayer rug 
was placed at either side of the single 
bed, and a runner at the foot of the 


_ bed traversed the width of the room. 


The furniture, limited to five pieces, 
was of walnut in a good Louis Seize 
pattern, with siender fluted legs deli- 
Gately tapered. There was the bed and 
a rather wide low arm chair with cane 
tack and a loose cushioned seat. The 
Bool at the foot of the bed was about 
the size of a chair without a back; this, 
too, had a loose boxed cushion. A pair 
of mall console tables flanked the head 
of the bed. On both of these was a silk 
shaded lamp. A clock wag on one table 
amd a covered telephone on the other. 
Two French ‘mezzo tints in dainty oval 
frames ornamented the wall 

This is absolutely all that the room 
contained, excepting a fluft of a round 
Cushion of lace and silk and chiffon that 
‘Was thrown lightly on the stool. 

Over the head of the bed was arranged 
A formal canopy drapery that fell over 
arms extending around the bed head. 
‘The drapery was made of electric blue 
taffeta edged with fringe and lined with 
“raw colored silk. The day cover, as 
Well as bolster cover, was made of tan 
brocade striped with broad bands of 
@ectric blue satin and trimmed toward 
the bed edge with rows of straw colored 
‘afeta quilling. This same material, 

Without the quilling, was used in uphol- 
Mtering the cushions on the chair and 
Steol. Blue taffeta lambrequins and 
Sagement curtains over old ivory net 
Matched the canopy drapery.

earners. The result of this is that meas- 
ured in purchasing power of a dollar 
Wrages are lower than they were a 
dozen years ago. 

This was demonstrated to be true be- 
fore the beginning of the European war. 
During the last year changes have been 
so kaleidoscopic and so rapid that ac- 
Curate information is hard to get and by 
the time it is gathered has ceased to be 
accurate as applied to the conditions 
of the moment. 

In certain occupations wages have in- 
creased as rapidly as, or more rapidly, 


the occupations where the wage earners 
receive wages near the minimum wage 
below which decent standards of living 
gannot be maintained the advance in 
living cost has outrun that of earnings. 
We see evidence of this in the reports 
of the United Charities and similar or- 
ganizations throughout the country in 
general.

DITCHES 


Records in Iowa Show Menace 
to Motorists at Unguarded 
Roadsides. ° 


Hk unguarded ditch at thr side of 
the road is a growing menace to 
‘motor travel, according to. the 
American Highway association. 
Formerly, Says a report of the or- 

ganization, when roads were used only 
by horse drawn vehicles, the deep side 
ditch and the high, narrow embankment 
were not particularly dangerous. Be- 
tween the driver and the horse there was 
enough, combined intelligence to avoid 
accidents at such places. But with the 


advent of the automobile the conditions 


have changed. If a car is forced off the 
hard roadway on to soft shoulders even 
the most skillful driver will sometimes 
hose contro! of it. If this occurs at the 
places referred to there is a real danger 
to the ae of Gg car. 


The Wee of the 1 lowa state highway 
commission fdr September, October, and 
November, 1916, show that in that state 
alone 353 automobiles turned turtle, re- 
sulting in five deaths and 451 injuries. 
Just how many of these accidents were 
due to ditching the cars is not stated, 
but this jis generally regarded as the 
usual cause of overturning. 

Where the ditches are deep or the 
road is on ar? embankment with steep 
slopes, substantial guard rails should be 
provided. During September, October, 
and November, 1916, the Iowa records 
show that 167 cars went over embank- 
ments. killing seven persons and injur-
